Several Important Matters 
Postponed no Special 
Meeting. 



Ordinances Passed and Street 
Lights and Fire Plugs 
Increased. 



The Council met Friday night with 
the Mayor aiid all of the councilmen 
present except Mr. Ware. 

Three important matters were 
postponed till a special meeting next 
Friday night. These were the mat- 
ter of revoking the saloon license of 
Henderson, Jones & Cannon; the 
consideration of the ordinance re- 
quiring the Cumberland Telephone 
to buy a franchise and the recom- 
mendation of the mayor that a li- 
cense tax be placed upon concrete 
contractors, plumbers and other lines 
of business not now taxed. The pre- 
paration of an ordinance covering 
the latter subject was referred to a 
committee consisting of the Mayor 
and councilmen Davis, Twyman and 
Clark. 

The license of Bettie Diuguid, wife 



of GeOrge Diuguid, who has been 
conducting a resturant on Sixth 
street, was revoked, on the ground 
that the place was disorderly. 

Chairman Twyman, of the special 
committee to purchase a street 
sweeper and a team, reported that 
the committee had performed 
duty and the report was accepted 
and the committee discharged. The 
sweeper cost $300 and is at the depot 
waiting for a man to come and set 
it up. The team, wagon and harness 
cost $584. 

The ordinance ordering down a 
curbing on the south side of E. 9th 
street east of J. T. Hanbery's, was 
given its second passage. Dr. Wood- 
ard reported an ordinance prohibit- 
ing wooden boxes, barrels, etc or 
the streets as receptacles for gar- 
bage and waste paper, which was 
passed. 

Street lights were ordered at 
Main and 19th street. Fire plugs 
ordered in at 17th and Canton 
it and 4th and Campbell street 
and orders f or the removal of sever- 
al others were countermanded. 
Informality in the issuance of 
esturant licenses for 15)07 was cor- 
rected and all of the restaurants 
now running were granted license. 

I lie Fire committee was ordered 
to sell the old fire engine, which has 
not been used for several years. It 
originally cost $6500.
